Philadelphia, shows that the lad kept 
il faithfully until the day befoer his 
death, the last entry September 5, 
stating that his company was mov- 
ing into the advance 'amid heavy 
shelling. 


The Munder diary is one among a 


r.umber of interesting transcripts of 
personal experiences by Pennsylvania 
men abroad.

Pennsylvania workers during Novem- 
ber, according to figures announced 
here today by Commissioner Clifford 
B. Connelly, of the Department of 
Labor and Industry. 
The accident 


reports received by the Bureau of 
Workmen's Compensation show 198 
of the 14,166 persons injured died 
from their hurts. During November 
there were about 1,600 fewer acet- 
ients in the state's industrial plants 
than in any month since May. So 
far this year, there have been 2,342 
industrial workers kitted and 158,- 
068 other workmen injured in manu- 
facturing plants. 


Pennsylvania workmen, during No 


vcmber, lost 61 eyes at a compensa- 
tion cost of $97,231. * The following 
'osses of limbs were suffered at com- 
pensation costs as indicated: 


Twenty-six hands at $45,690; ele- 


ven feet at 118,850: eight arms at 
$17,498, and six legs at $12,947. Mis- 
cellaneous permanent injuries 
sustained by six persons, at a 
penaation cost of $27,000.
